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BUDGET  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  GOVERNOR 


January  24,  1968 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  accordance  with  Article  63  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  herewith  submit  my 
budget  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1969,  containing 
estimates  of  expenditures  required  for  the  operation  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  for  financial  aid  to  our  cities  and  towns,  as 
well  as  my  recommendations  of  the  means  by  which  such 
expenditures  shall  be  met. 

This  budget  message  marks  another  milestone  in  our  con- 
tinuing efforts  to  present  a  complete  statement  of  funds  required 
for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  our  state  government.  The 
recommendations  I  now  present  for  your  consideration  have  two 
unique  features. 

First.  This  message  includes,  for  the  first  time,  a  statement  of 
the  total  cost  of  public  welfare  within  the  Commonwealth.  The 
Welfare  Reorganization  Act  of  1967  requires  the  state  to  assume, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  budget,  the 
entire  non-federal  share  of  welfare  costs.  In  order  to  provide  you 
and  the  public  with  a  total  picture  of  our  welfare  costs,  I  have 
combined  the  Commonwealth's  share,  including  those  local  costs 
which  will  be  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth  on  July  1,  1968, 
and  the  federal  share  of  welfare  expenditures  into  a  single 
account  system.  This  new  accounting  procedure  brings  within 
the  state  budget  new  expenditures  which  total  $294,286,000.  The 
adoption  of  this  practice  is  principally  responsible  for  this  budget 
totalling  $1,243,560,961.  We  also  must  never  lose  sight  of  the 
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fact  that  this  budget  provides  for  people.  Though  necessarily 
presented  in  cold  statistical  form,  it  touches  the  lives  of  the 
handicapped,  the  sick,  the  young — in  short,  all  of  the  persons 
who  have  placed  their  trust  in  us.  Our  citizens  want  and  need 
certain  functions  to  be  performed  at  the  state  level.  This  budget 
supports  these  functions. 

Second.  The  revised  budget  format  used  in  this  presentation 
implements  the  first  phase  of  the  Master  Plan  for  an  Automated 
Financial  Information  System  for  the  Commonwealth.  This 
Master  Plan,  and  the  new  budget  format  which  represents  its 
foundation,  are  the  product  of  the  continuing  effort  of  the 
Executive  Office  for  Administration  and  Finance,  principally 
through  the  Comptroller's  Division  and  the  Budget  Bureau,  to 
bring  modern  business  techniques  to  state  government. 

Equally  important,  we  believe  that  the  new  format  will 
provide,  in  a  more  readily  accessible  manner,  the  information 
which  Your  Honorable  Bodies  and  all  management  levels  in 
state  government  need  to  serve  our  people  more  effectively. 

All  proposed  expenditures  for  any  given  agency  are  grouped  in 
one  place  irrespective  of  the  Fund  from  which  they  will  be 
made — a  practice  which  differs  from  that  used  in  prior  budgets. 
This  will  give  a  clearer  statement  of  the  true  dimensions  of  an 
agency's  operations  and  place  greater  emphasis  on  the  purposes 
for  which  funds  are  sought.  Such  comprehensive  consideration  of 
functions  was  made  difficult  by  the  grouping  of  proposed  expen- 
ditures under  the  various  Funds  as  in  the  past.  Such  grouping 
often  caused  the  functions  of  one  agency,  because  they  were 
supported  by  various  funds,  to  appear  in  separate  and  distinct 
locations  in  past  budgets. 

The  development  of  the  Master  Plan  will  provide  us  with  a 
centralized,  automated  system  for  providing  facts  essential  to 
sound  decision  making  at  all  levels  of  state  government.  It  will 
give  us  an  effective  tool  for  relating  the  budget  plan,  as  adopted 
by  the  Legislature,  to  its  execution  by  Executive  agencies.  It  will 
minimize  the  need  for  maintaining  large  quantities  of  files  by 
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eliminating  unnecessary  duplication,  and  help  to  avoid  costly 
delays  in  such  operations  as  procurement,  authorizing  payrolls 
and  paying  bills.  By  making  full  use  of  latest  computer  develop- 
ments we  hope  to  gain  control  of  the  burgeoning  paperwork 
problem,  thus  avoiding  high  costs  in  the  future  for  the  additional 
clerks,  space  and  equipment  that  otherwise  would  be  required. 

The  statistical  tables  that  have  been  prepared  as  a  part  of  this 
budget  document  convert  the  1967  and  1968  fiscal  year  informa- 
tion to  the  new  budget  format  to  enable  comparisons  with  the 
recommended  appropriations  for  the  1969  fiscal  year.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  Department  Summary  of  the  attached  statistics 
clearly  indicates  the  impact  of  the  Welfare  Reorganization  Act 
upon  total  appropriations. 

Federal  Funds 

It  is  my  intention  ultimately  to  include  in  the  budget  docu- 
ment a  complete  record  of  every  dollar  spent  by  every  state 
agency  regardless  of  the  source  of  the  funds.  A  public  accounting 
for  all  expenditures  by  every  state  official  is  a  minimum  require- 
ment for  public  service.  I  am  informed  that  the  Master  Plan  is 
fully  capable  of  recording  all  such  expenditures,  irrespective  of 
source,  in  the  required  detail. 

The  Comptroller's  Annual  Financial  Report  has  included  a 
record  of  all  State,  Special  and  Trust  Funds  that  are  deposited 
with  the  State  Treasurer.  Last  year,  in  my  budget  message,  all 
federal  funds  flowing  through  the  state  treasury  were  recorded 
for  the  first  time  in  a  budget  document. 

There  remains,  however,  a  substantial  number  of  special 
grants,  not  now  officially  incorporated  into  the  state  accounting 
system,  which  are  received  from  public  and  private  sources  and 
expended  by  various  institutions  and  agencies.  I  recommend  that 
steps  be  taken  to  so  record  all  such  expenditures  with  sufficient 
detail  to  identify  the  purpose  for  which  such  funds  have  been 
expended.  To  assure  the  continued  receipt  of  such  special  grants 
we  must  guarantee  that  they  will  be  used  exclusively  for  the 


purpose  for  which  they  are  granted.  It  is  my  intention  to  shortly 
file  specific  legislation  to  enable  a  complete  reporting  of  all  such 
grants  in  the  budget  document  next  year. 

Personnel 

There  are  2,141  new  positions,  both  temporary  and  perma- 
nent, included  in  this  budget  in  addition  to  the  approximately 
4,000  municipal  employees  transferred  to  the  state  payroll  by  the 
Welfare  Reorganization  Act. 

Increased  enrollments  in  institutions  of  higher  education  have 
contributed  to  the  increase  of  778  positions  in  the  Department  of 
Education.  The  Mental  Health  Reorganization  Act,  together 
with  personnel  requirements  of  the  Federal  Medicaid  standards, 
have  made  669  new  positions  necessary  in  the  Department  of 
Mental  Health. 

Legislation  adopted  to  permit  collective  bargaining  by  state 
employees  places  a  new  responsibility  on  appointing  authorities. 
To  assist  each  agency  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty  and  to 
improve  departmental  personnel  administration,  I  have  recom- 
mended a  personnel  officer  for  each  agency  with  over  300 
employees.  Such  an  officer  should  improve  efficiency,  aid  in 
recruitment  and  training,  and  remove  irritations  caused  by 
delays  and  misunderstandings.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  efficient 
lines  of  communication  be  maintained  between  collective  bar- 
gaining groups  and  supervisors  in  order  to  improve  employee 
morale  and  the  efficiency  of  our  service  programs. 

The  foregoing  personnel  increases,  particularly  those  related  to 
the  transfer  of  municipal  welfare  employees  to  the  state  payroll, 
will  contribute  to  a  significant  increase  in  the  workloads  of  the 
Bureau  of  Personnel,  the  Budget  Bureau,  the  Comptroller's 
Division  and  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  requiring  the  addi- 
tional positions  recommended  for  these  agencies.  For  the  same 
reason,  additional  assistance  ultimately  will  be  required  in  the 
Offices  of  the  State  Treasurer  and  State  Auditor. 


The  state  purposes  General  Fund  portion  of  this  budget  has 
increased  by  $59,100,000  over  amounts  appropriated  for  the 
current  fiscal  year.  $53,000,000  of  this  increase  is  required  for 
departments  classified  as  health,  education  and  welfare  agencies, 
with  another  $3,000,000  required  for  increased  pension  and 
group  insurance  costs. 

Education 

The  growth  of  our  higher  educational  system  since  1961  has 
been  astounding.  In  the  Fall  of  1960  we  had  17,254  students 
enrolled  in  sixteen  institutions  of  higher  learning.  In  the  Fall  of 
1968  we  will  have  an  estimated  60,392  students  attending  such 
institutions.  During  the  same  period,  we  have  authorized  con- 
struction of  new  educational  facilities  to  cost  in  excess  of 
$346,000,000. 

The  impact  of  our  entire  educational  program  on  the  state  tax 
dollar  is  considerable.  Direct  expenditures  by  the  Common- 
wealth for  education,  combined  with  state  aid  to  our  cities  and 
towns  for  local  education  costs,  represent  a  total  of  $308,382,108, 
or  29  per  cent  of  all  tax  revenues  collected  by  the  Common- 
wealth. I  do  not  look  on  this  expenditure  as  an  expense  in  any 
sense  of  the  word.  Our  progress  in  education  adds  a  substantial 
asset  to  our  reservoir  of  human  resources  and  is  an  investment  in 
the  future  welfare  of  the  entire  Commonwealth. 

I  have  recommended  in  this  budget  that  general  scholarships 
be  increased  from  a  1968  appropriation  of  $500,000  to 
$2,000,000.  This  will  bring  to  $4,012,060  the  state  fund  total  for 
all  scholarships  and  student  assistance  programs  in  this  budget. 
A  part  of  this  sum  will  be  available  to  match  Federal  grants  and, 
conditioned  upon  the  availability  of  Federal  funds,  should  make 
a  total  of  $9,262,000  available  for  student  assistance  in  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

The  Willis  Commission  legislation  divided  the  responsibility 
for  administration  of  our  education  program  between  the  Board 
of  Education  at  the  elementary  and  secondary  level,  and  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  for  advanced  studies.  Both  of  these 
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agencies  have  important  functions  to  perform  and  I  have  recom- 
mended that  each  of  their  staffs  be  strengthened.  In  addition,  the 
Advisory  Council  on  Education  has  several  important  research 
responsibilities  that  should  be  continued.  I  strongly  recommend 
that  each  of  these  agencies  be  funded  sufficiently  to  permit  them 
to  carry  out  their  original  mandates.  Only  in  this  way  can  the 
goals  we  have  established  for  excellence  in  education  be  realized. 

On  Thursday,  January  4,  the  newly-renovated  home  of  the 
Holyoke  Community  College  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire, 
leaving  1,450  students  virtually  without  classrooms.  The  Mayor 
of  Holyoke  and  the  entire  community  joined  with  the  officers 
and  teaching  staff  of  the  College  to  provide  emergency  quarters 
for  the  school,  and,  in  less  than  two  weeks,  regular  class 
schedules  have  been  resumed.  All  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
magnificent  efforts  in  meeting  this  emergency. 

The  College  building  actually  was  owned  by  the  City  of 
Holyoke,  and,  fortunately,  the  loss  was  covered  in  part  by 
insurance.  The  City  now  has  offered  to  erect  temporary  class- 
room buildings  on  the  site  to  enable  the  College  to  continue  its 
expansion  program  in  the  Fall  of  1968.  This  budget,  conse- 
quently, provides  for  1,700  students  next  September  in  accor- 
dance with  this  program. 

The  City  also  has  offered  two  new  sites  for  the  permanent 
location  of  the  new  college.  I  will  recommend  funds  for  site 
development  and  planning  for  the  new  facility  upon  receiving  a 
definite  recommendation  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Re- 
gional Community  Colleges. 

Mental  Health 

The  reorganization  plan  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health 
is  well  on  its  way  to  completion  with  the  appointment  of  the 
thirty-seven  area  boards  and  the  establishment  of  the  seven 
regional  offices.  This  budget  contains  administrative  positions 
essential  for  completion  of  the  departmental  and  regional 
organization.

A  vital  part  of  the  new  concept  for  treating  the  mentally  ill 
and  mentally  retarded  lies  in  the  role  played  by  the  comprehen- 
sive mental  health  clinic.  Many  of  the  669  new  positions  in  the 
Department  are  required  to  strengthen  its  out-patient  clinic 
services  for  our  mentally  ill  and  retarded. 

The  Department  also  requires  additional  personnel  in  its 
program  for  rehabilitation  of  those  patients  over  sixty-five,  and 
to  meet  the  Federal  requirements  of  the  Medicaid  program. 

Public  Health 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  budget  contains  a  new 
request  for  1400,000  to  provide  for  immunizing  with  mumps 
vaccine  children  attending  the  first  two  grades  of  school.  Statis- 
tics presented  by  the  Department  indicate  that  the  highest  rate 
of  children  contracting  the  mumps  virus  is  found  in  the  five  to 
nine  age  group.  The  experience  gained  in  the  use  of  polio  and 
measles  vaccine  indicates  the  value  of  such  a  program.  The 
amounts  required  for  both  of  these  well  established  programs  has 
declined  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  City  of  Boston  reportedly  has  the  second  highest  rate  of 
alcoholism  in  the  country.  In  1965,  the  Division  of  Alcoholism  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  planned  and  helped  develop 
the  South  End  Center  for  Alcoholics.  The  Boston  University 
Medical  School,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  anti-poverty 
program,  developed  services  for  over  1,000  patients  per  year. 
Patients  came  to  the  Center  on  a  voluntary  basis.  In  giving  them 
help  the  Center  has  had  a  broad  approach,  attending  not  only  to 
their  medical  and  psychological  needs,  but  also  to  their  voca- 
tional, economic  and  housing  requirements. 

Federal  Circuit  Courts  have  ruled  that  the  homeless  alcoholic 
can  no  longer  be  handled  as  a  criminal  and  must  be  given 
treatment.  This  agency  has  proved  that  its  methods  are  effective 
and  efficient.  I  recommend  that  you  appropriate  $120,000  as  the 
Commonwealth's  share  of  the  maintenance  costs  for  this  facility. 
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The  fishing  industry  is  an  important  segment  of  our  Massa- 
chusetts economy.  It  is  suffering  from  inadequate  inspection, 
grading,  and  laboratory  services.  New  personnel  to  provide  these 
services  are  absolutely  necessary  to  allow  quality  standards  to  be 
maintained.  The  required  positions  have  been  included  in  this 
budget  to  aid  both  the  shell  fish  and  deep  sea  fishing  industry. 
Certifying  laboratories  are  to  be  located  at  New  Bedford, 
Gloucester  and  Boston  waterfronts. 

Commerce  and  Development 

Housing  is  the  most  urgent  need  in  our  depressed  urban  areas. 
I  have  repeatedly  submitted  messages  upon  this  subject  and 
action  is  needed  now.  In  this  budget  I  am  recommending  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  rent  subsidy  program,  with  a  total 
appropriation  of  $1,000,000.  I  also  am  recommending  $500,000 
for  subsidies  in  the  so-called  instant  housing  programs.  Such 
programs  involve  the  purchase  or  lease  of  completed  dwelling 
units  for  families  of  low  income  who  cannot  otherwise  secure 
adequate  housing. 

The  increase  required  by  the  housing  program  for  the  elderly 
also  is  included  in  this  budget. 

To  further  enhance  the  economic  climate  of  the  Common- 
wealth, I  recommend  $670,000  for  the  promotion  of  Tourism, 
$360,000  for  Industrial  promotion,  and  $75,000  for  a  study  of  the 
proposed  International  Exposition  in  Greater  Boston  in  the  year 
1975  as  a  part  of  bicentennial  celebration  of  the  American 
Revolution.  The  total  sums  required  for  these  appropriations  are 
available  from  the  Hotel-Motel  tax  receipts  in  accordance  with 
the  1966  tax  program. 

Public  Safety 

I  have  included  in  this  budget  50  additional  state  police 
officers,  and,  of  equal  importance,  an  additional  25  state  police 
detectives.  These  positions  are  essential  if  we  are  more  effectively 
to  combat  crime,  in  all  its  insidious  forms,  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  and  strengthen  our  highway  safety  programs. 
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As  an  integral  part  of  our  Highway  Safety  Program,  I  have 
recommended  a  total  of  $800,000  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
funds  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration.  These  sums 
would  be  used,  for  example,  to  support  coordination  of  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  State  Police,  Public  Works  and 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  traffic  records  systems  and  to 
establish  the  Registry  as  a  central  depository.  The  program  also 
includes  implementing  driver  licensing  and  education,  emergency 
medical  service,  alcohol  breathalyzer  tests,  and  planning  and 
administration  for  all  highway  safety  programs.  All  of  these 
programs  deserve  our  support  and  will  pay  real  dividends  in 
reducing  the  carnage  on  our  highways. 

Public  Welfare 

The  estimated  cost  of  payments  for  public  assistance  programs 
for  the  twelve-month  period  beginning  July  1,  1968,  is 
$396,339,000.  This  total  must  be  of  grave  concern  to  us  all. 
Rehabilitation  programs  must  be  developed  to  help  welfare 
recipients  become  employable  and  self-sustaining.  The  accumu- 
lation of  these  substantial  costs  in  one  place  as  a  result  of  the 
transition  from  municipal  to  state  welfare  administration  points 
up  the  need  for  concerted  action. 

During  this  transition  period,  many  problems  of  administra- 
tion must  be  solved.  A  major  financial  problem  during  this 
period  involves  the  necessity  for  meeting  the  reimbursement  cost 
of  the  program  now  administered  by  the  cities  and  towns,  at  the 
same  time,  directly  paying  the  current  cost  of  welfare  relief  as 
required  by  the  Welfare  Reorganization  Act.  This  is  now  esti- 
mated to  involve  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $33,385,000  in  the 
1968  fiscal  year.  $20,585,000  of  this  sum  is  the  cost  of  state 
reimbursements  for  the  months  of  May  and  June  1968,  which 
normally  would  have  been  met  out  of  fiscal  1969  appropriations. 
The  effect  of  this  deficiency  requirement  will  distort  local  aid 
distributions  for  the  1968  calendar  year.  The  tax  program 
enacted  at  the  1967  session  anticipated  this  problem  by  assigning 
an  effective  date  of  January  1, 1968. 


Debt  Service 

The  cost  of  debt  service  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year 
1969  shows  an  increase  of  $8,400,000  over  the  1968  appropria- 
tion. This  substantial  increase  is  the  first  tangible  evidence  that 
new  revenue  must  be  provided  for  this  purpose  within  the  next 
three  year  period.  This  situation  was  created  in  part  by  charging 
the  cost  of  repairs  and  equipment  authorized  in  1963,  1964  and 
1965  to  the  debt  service  account. 

I  have  reserved,  in  the  General  Fund  balance  sheet,  $6,238,522 
to  pay,  without  borrowing,  the  amounts  which  have  been  ex- 
pended for  repair  and  equipment  items  authorized  during  this 
period.  Sound  financial  planning  does  not  permit  long  term 
borrowing  for  these  items. 

Chapter  556  of  the  Acts  of  1952  authorized  the  Common- 
wealth to  expend  $200,000,000  for  highway  construction  and 
authorized  the  State  Treasurer  to  borrow  this  sum  of  money 
through  the  sale  of  bonds  with  terms  not  in  excess  of  twenty 
years.  An  added  feature  of  this  legislation,  however,  permitted 
so-called  delayed  maturities  and  upon  advice  of  the  Finance 
Advisory  Board,  the  State  Treasurer  has  never  issued 
$24,000,000  of  these  bonds.  Since  that  portion  of  the  highway 
program  authorized  by  Chapter  556  has  been  completed,  the 
Comptroller  is  forced  to  carry  this  amount  as  a  deficit  in  his 
monthly  statements.  The  bonds  now  cannot  be  issued  for  the 
twenty-year  period  as  the  final  date  of  maturity  is  June  30,  1978. 
I  recommend  that  the  amount  of  the  deficit  be  appropriated 
from  the  Highway  Fund  Debt  Service  Account.  There  is  a 
sufficient  balance  in  the  account  to  permit  this  action,  and  by 
doing  so  we  will  avoid  all  interest  costs  on  this  substantial  sum. 
It  should  be  noted  that  this  appropriation  does  increase  the 
budget  total. 

Summary 

I  have  mentioned  only  a  few  of  the  important  facts  concerning 
the  many  projects  and  functions  included  in  this  fiscal  program. 
Our  efforts  in  the  fields  of  public  health,  social  welfare,  education 
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and  public  safety  should  be  designed  and  administered  to  sup- 
plement our  programs  for  improving  the  economic  climate  of  the 
entire  Commonwealth.  Every  segment  of  our  society  should 
benefit  from  our  efforts  to  create  opportunities  for  advancement 
and  to  improve  the  standard  of  living  and  security  of  every 
citizen.  These  are  the  purposes  of  this  program. 

Even  with  this  substantial  budget  I  am  certain  that  there  are 
many  who  will  be  disappointed  with  the  recommendations  we 
have  made.  It  has  been  necessary  to  establish  priorities  to  keep 
totals  within  available  revenue.  Furthermore,  I  sincerely  believe 
that  a  satisfactory  level  of  service  can  be  maintained  if  each 
appointed  official  applies  himself  seriously  to  his  management 
responsibility.  As  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  Commonwealth  I 
shall  expect  every  department,  board  or  commission  to  utilize 
available  funds  with  a  maximum  degree  of  efficiency  and 
economy.  The  tax  program  recently  enacted  has  placed  a  ceiling 
on  expenditures  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  I  do  not  intend  to 
seek  additional  revenue.  I  am  deeply  concerned  about  the  total 
tax  burden,  federal,  state  and  local,  now  borne  by  our  citizens. 

I  am  particularly  concerned  about  the  constant  drain  on  the 
resources  of  the  Commonwealth  caused  by  the  excessive  tax 
revenues  collected  by  the  Federal  government  from  individuals 
and  businesses  within  the  Commonwealth  as  compared  to  the 
relatively  modest  sums  returned  through  Federal  grants-in-aid. 

World  wide  attention  recently  has  been  focused  on  the  serious 
imbalance  of  payments  between  Nations.  To  a  lesser  degree  we 
can  honestly  be  concerned  by  the  same  situation  as  it  relates  to 
our  state.  There  can  be  no  lasting  prosperity  by  merely  trans- 
ferring the  wealth  of  one  segment  of  society  to  another  without 
any  growth  in  the  economy  as  a  whole.  Prosperity  and  economic 
growth  are  the  result  of  a  productive  industrial  climate  and  from 
such  a  growth  we  should  be  able  to  support  the  necessary 
increases  in  governmental  service.  However,  we  must  be  alert  to 
the  danger  of  overcommitting  our  resources  to  purposes  from 
which  we  do  not  receive  a  commensurate  return.

The  Federal  government  must  provide  greater  assistance  to 
the  states  and  their  municipalities  through  block  grants  and 
direct  tax  distribution  programs,  or  relinquish  a  portion  of  its 
taxing  power  to  the  states. 

The  entire  subject  of  state,  local  and  federal  fiscal  relations 
must  receive  our  immediate  attention  and  should  be  included  in 
the  studies  of  a  special  commission  recently  authorized  to 
examine  our  long  range  fiscal  needs. 

I  am  confident  that  when  you  examine  the  recommended 
appropriations  in  detail  you  will  find  them  conservative,  requir- 
ing stringent  management  controls  to  provide  the  desired  levels 
of  services  over  the  twelve-month  period.  I  urge  you  to  analyze 
every  item  most  carefully,  and  I  have  instructed  the  Executive 
Office  for  Administration  and  Finance  to  assist  you  by  providing 
all  necessary  detailed  information.  You  will  receive  many  pres- 
sures to  increase  these  budget  recommendations.  I  must  warn 
you  to  resist  any  temptation  to  increase  the  budget  total  for  I 
will  not  place  any  increased  tax  burden  on  our  people  for  the 
fiscal  year  1969. 

I  am  confident  we  will  witness  an  historic  year  of  forward 
motion  towards  human  goals  for  the  people  of  Massachusetts. 
This  budget  is  a  symbol  of  progress  in  the  spectrum  of  our  needs, 
ambitions,  and  desires.  It  is  an  inescapable  confrontation  with 
financial  realities  if  we  are  to  carry  out  the  people's  mandate  and 
support  the  vital  legislation  enacted  in  1967. 

This  budget  recommends  firm,  positive  steps  necessary  to 
provide  better  things  for  our  state  and  people.  Let  us  together 
achieve  these  goals.
